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H  E  Author  before  us  is  a  Favourite  with 
the  Publick  ,  and  many  well-meaning 
People  put  great  Confidence  in  him  : 
But  every  Body  that  will  take  the  trouble  of  look- 
ing into  the  Publick  Papers  ofthofe  Times,  and 
Recollecting  what  has  pafs'd  in  that  Adminiitra- 
tioa  which  in  Modern  Stile  is  called  Whigg^  will 
be  convinc'd  that  a  great  part  of  what  he  Writes 
Ms  Erroneous,  and  confcquently  the  reft  ought  not 
to  be  too  much  confided  in  :  But  in  regard  the  trou- 
ble of  over-haling  what  is  paft,  is  a  Task  that  few- 
will  undertake,  I  humbly  take  the  Liberty  to  make 
a  fmall  Golledion  of  Proofs  from  undeniable  Evi- 
dences, of  Miftakes  in  divers  Allegations  in  this 
Pamphlet. 

I  pretend  not  to  meddle  with  his  Notions  and 
ijieer  Opinions,  fuch  as,Whether  the  Minifrry  were 
%o  BVame  for  not  Promoting  in  the  Church,  Mr. 
Samnel  Johnfon.  Whether  the  Parliaments  were  in 
theWrongfor  not  taking  off  theSciramental-TelK 
And  whether  the  Parliaments  in  this  and  the  lafl 
Reign  have  been  to  Blame  in  not  altering  the 
Courfeof  the  Piiblick-Money  bit  permit  the  An- 
A  ^  nuitig> 
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nuities  to  be  paid  by  the  Servants  of  the  Crown, 
at  the  fame  time  that  one  of  the  Characters  with 
which  which  the  Whiggs  were  moft  Slandered  was 
that  of  Re^Hhlican,  I  fay,  whether  in  thefe  and  ma- 
ny more  fuch  Opinions,  this  Author  be  in  the  Right 
or  .Wrong,  1  (hall  not  contend  :  But  leaye  thofe,ahd 
bi^  Behind- the-Curtain  Stories,  to  others  to  Difcufs. 
tt  i^  in  Page  17.  and  the  three  or  four  folio  wing 
ones,that  our  Author  has  thrown  out  his  numerous 
AcCufations  of  the  Government;  and  'tisthofe  few 
Pages  only  I  (hall  confider,  and  therein  the  follow- 
ing Articles. 

I.  That  the  War  was  improperly  carry'd  on  at 
Land  inftead  of  Sea.     To  this  I  anfwer,  That  nei-  . 
ther  was  the  Sea  Armament  neglefted,  nor  was  it 
improper  to  act  chiefly  at  Land.     As  to  the  Sea 
Service,  Had  we  not  potent  Fleets  always  Out  to 
Defend  the  Nation,  and  Offend  our  Enemies  **    Did 
we  not  adually  beat  'em  fo  well,  that  they  never 
after  appeared  ?  Did  not  our  Fleet  at  Cadiz,  lock  up 
the  French  m  Thedon  for  feveral  Years  together,and 
as  long  as  the  War  lafted  ?  And  what  could  be  done 
more  at  Sea  than  was  done?   'Lis  true,  our  Mer- 
chants fuffer'd  by  the  Frmc/7  Privateers  i  but  polTi- 
bly   that  was  not  to  be  prevented.     Our   Ships 
of  War  cannot  be  every  where^  tb-e  ?rotedion  of 
the  Trade  at  that  time,  when  the  French  Privateers 
were  fo  numerous  as  they  then  were,    and  would 
be  now,  [^France  were  not impoverifh'd,  required  a 
very  numerous  Fleet;   even  that  Work  alone  re- 
quired more  perhaps  than  the  Nation  were  willing 
in  the  whole  to  maintain. 

But,  with  Favour,  the  Land  Service  was  abfo- 
lutely  necelTary:  For  neither  could  Flanders  have 
been  proteded  from  the  French,  without  our  very 
powerful  AiTiitance  ^  nor,  if  we  had  fav'd  that  Mo- 
ney, and  apply'd  it  to  Sea  Service,  was  it  poffible 
for  us  thereby  to  have  made  Reprifal  upon  France. 

When 
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When  we  were  Mafters  of  the  Sea,  we  often  zt\ 
tempted  to  enter  his  Havens,  and  land  upon  his 
Coaft;  but  we-always  found  it  imprafticable.  Thus 
ftands  the  Reafon  of  theCafe,  concurrent  with  the 
Judgment  of  many  Parliaments  upon  the  Queftion. 
And  judge  if  the  Miniftry  were  in  Fault  ? 

2.  ^dmrai  RuSel  manafd  the  La  Hogue  Ficiory 
unskilfHlly.  It  feems ,  the  Thanking  him  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  is  not  allowM  an  Acquittal  i 
for  the  Minutes  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  you  fay, 
leave  room  for  Sufpicioii.  Well,  but  it  is  at  moll 
but  Sufpicion,  that  you  can  gather  from  the  Lord's 
Minutes,  and  the  Thanks  of  the  Commons  ftands  in 
balance  to  that  too  •,  and  give  me  leave  to  add  this 
Remark,  namely,  TheHoufeof  Lords  have  always 
a(fled  with  too  much  Honour  to  ftifle  apparent 
Crimes,  efpeciallyinaMatter  offo  great  a  Concern 
to  the  Nation-,  and  therefore  I  may  fairly  conclude, 
that  fince  they  pafsM  no  Vote  upon  the  Matter,  they 
looked  upon  the  Queftion  before  them  to  be  a  Moot- 
point.Wherefore  one  would  think  a  Man  of  Temper: 
and  Impartiaiity,(hould  not,upon  fo  flight  a  Ground, 
Dogmatically  pronounce  the  Admiral  Guilty,  and 
Unfit  to  Command  the  Fleet  for  the  future:  Per- 
haps thofe  who  continued  him  in  the  Command,  had 
as  much  Judgment  and, as  much  Love  to  our  Coun- 
try, as  you  have. 

^  But  becaufe  you  chufe  to  fortify  your  Preju- 
dice againft  this  Admiral,  by  objecting  the  Privy- 
Seal  to  him  as  a  Crime,  give  me  leave  to  tell  you, 
it  is  thro'  eifher  Ignorance  or  Difingenuity  that 
this  is  urg'd,  for  he  was  acquitted  fairly  in  re- 
fpedtotbat.  The  Matter  was  examined  in  Par- 
liament, and  his  Accufation  and  Defence  print- 
ed by  Order  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  therefore 
cannot  be  fuppos'd  fallacious.  By  that  Book  it  ap- 
pears, that  when  the  Admiral  faifd  with  the  Fleet 
p  Cadiz.,  he  was  Viftuaird  for  the  Summer  Expedji- 
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dan  only  ;  but  the  Safety  and  Service  of  the  Natir 
on  requiring  that  he  fhculd  remain  there  all  the 
Winter,  Viftuals  became  wanted.    The  Admiral 
fent  to  the  Office  in  time  requiring  a  Supply  ^  but 
^none  was  fent:  He  then  demanded  a  CommilFary  at 
leaft  to  buy  up  there  i  but  none  came.   The  Seamen 
muft  not  ftarve^  and  no  Expedient  could  be  found 
t)Ut  the  Admiral's  providing  for  them,  which  out 
of  his  own  Purfe  and  Credit  be  did  for  fome  Months. 
When  he  came  to  make  up  his  Account  with  the  Of- 
fice, it  could  not  be. allowed  there,  for  want  of  due 
Vouchers,  a  Language  his  Lordfhip  did  not  under- 
ftand,  for  want  of  Acquaintance  with  the  Forms  of 
the  Office.     And  as  the  Goods  were  bought  in  a  fo- 
reign Country  of  Strangers,  and  the  Money  paid  on 
the  (|30t,  'twas  impoffible  for  him  to  bring  Teftimo- 
nials, according  to  Form.    Wherefore  there  was  no 
way  for  him  to  get  Payment  of  about  80000  /.  which 
lie  was  out  of  Pocket  for  Victuals,  at  fiipra^  but  by 
a  Privy  Seal.     However  to  demonftrate  to  the  King 
and  the  Nation,  that  he  askM  no  more  than  was 
iiilHydue,  he  produced  divers  Contrads,  made  by 
King  Charles  II.  with  private  Perfons  for  Viflual- 
ling  his  Ships,    wherein  8  d,  per  man  per  diem  was 
allowed  for  the  Ships  within  the  four  Seas,  and  8  ^.  | 
per  man  per  dlerh  for  theShips  within  and  beyond  the* 
Straights.  Whereas  it  appear'd^that  Admiral  Rt^jfeCs 
A(;"C0unt  amounted  to  but  6  d.  \per  man  per  diem^ 
even  in  the  Straights^  which  was  above  a  Penny 
per  man  per  dieml&^s  than  the  cheapeil:  Contractor, 
which  the  King  was  atlow'd  for  Ships  in  the  Chan- 
nel.    Moreover,   the  ufual  Price  allowM    by  the 
Victualling-Office  to  Purfers  for  fhort  Provifions, 
even  in  our  own  Havens,    is  20  .f.  per    M^n  per 
Aienjern^    which    is   8^.  '^  per    Diem.     The    Month 
containing  in  their  Accounts  but  28  Days  only.     I 
am  noi:  unaware,  tbat  at  the  fame  time  it  was  ob- 
JQi^kd,    that  the   Admiral  charged  more  than  wis 
paid  for  the  PrQviiions  hefurnilh'd  ,  and  thau  Eng-- 
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/i/^  Merchants  faid  they  would  have  fold  cheaper. 
But  to  this  it  is  eafy  to  anfwer,  that  'tis  two  things 
for  a  Merchant  to  talk  after  he  fees  the  Goods  paid 
for  of  the  Price  he  would  have  furnifh'd 'em  at,  and 
what  he  would  have  faid  when  the  Goods  were  to 
be  delivered  at  an  uncertain  Day  of  Payment.  For 
if  the  Goods  were  bought  upon  the  King's  Pay,  'tis 
well  known,  that  at  that  time  the  Anticipations 
were  fuch,  that  it  could  not  be  quick.  But  if  the 
Goods  were  bought  with  the  Admiral's  Money  or 
Credit,  and  he  ftood  to  the  King's  diftant  Pay,  I 
cannot  forbear  thinking  he  ought  to  be  allow'd  Pro- 
fit. And  therefore  fince  what  he  did  charge  did  not 
amount  to  fo  much  by  above  a  fifth  Part,  as  the 
ViSualling-OfEce  muft  have  paid,  if  they  had  con- 
traded  with  Merchants  to  do  it,  I  fuppofe  it  may  be 
allow'd  he  did  the  Publick  no  Injury. 

3.  You  objeft  it  as  a  Fault  in  the  Miniflry,   that 
Tallies  bore  a  great  Difconnt^  which  is  a  very  un- 
fair   Accufation,   as  being   perfe(3:ly  groundlcfs. 
Tallies  begun  to  bear  a  great  Difcount  in  the  latter 
end  of  the  Year  1696.  and  not  before-,  for  before 
that  time  the  People  that  pofTefs'd  them  were  fuch 
only,  as  put  out  their  Money  to  Intereft  in  the  Ex- 
chequer, and  car'd  not  how  long  it  lay  there.    But 
when  the  Land  Bank  (which  was  Enaded  7.  &  8. 
Gidielm.  and  was  to  have  been  fiU'd  Jiug,  i.  1696.) 
fail'd,    no  Subfcriptioa  as    was    propos'd,    being 
made.  Tallies  were  ftruck  upoa  the  Salt-Duty,  and 
other   Funds  appointed  for  the  eftablilhing  that 
Land  Bank  to  the  Value  of  2500000  /.  as  directed  by 
the  Statute,  and  bearing  Intereft  of  7  fer  Cent,  were 
paid  away  to  the  Service  of  the  Ordinance  Navy 
and  Army  ^  whereby  thofe  Tallies  were  necelTariiy 
thrown  into  the  Hands  of  fuch  Perfons  as  had  Deal- 
ings with  thofe  Offices,  who  v/anting  their  Money 
were  forc'd  to  part  with  them  at  the  beft  Price  they 
could.    lappeal  to  every  Man's  Memory  if  this  be 
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not  true,  and  if,  before   that  time,  any  Noife  was 
made  of  Dircount,  notwithftanding  that  before  that 
time  there  were  Tallies  extant  for  very  great  defici- 
ent Sums.     The  Sum  in  this  Cafe  of  Salt- Tallies  be- 
ing fo  great,  and  the   Perfons  poireding  'em,  fnch 
only  upon  whom  they  were  fore'd,  and  whofe  Con- 
venience would  not  permit  to  keep  'em  (which  o- 
thcrwife  they  might  have  done  with  good  Advan- 
tage, as  thofe  that  did  keep  found  by  Experience.) 
1  fay,  the  Sum  being  {b  large  the  Tallies  were  very 
numerous,  and  almoft  every  one  that  had  'em  en- 
deavoured to  fell  'em,  which  mufi  neceflarily  make 
thofe  too,  who  had  kept  Tallies  charily  before,  be 
willing  to  part  with  theirs.     Since  they  could  now 
have  the  fame  Security,  and  better  Intereft  at  26. 
or  30.  fer  Cent,  Difcount.     Add  to  this,  the  Want 
of  Money,  occafion'd  by  the  RecoiMge.    Judge  then 
if  this  muft  not  unavoidably  depreciate  publick  Se- 
curities )    and  judge  you,    if  it  was  poffible  for  the 
Wit  of  Man  to  prevent  it  ?  But  becaufe  you  impute 
the  Lofs  by  Tallies  to  Whig- management ^  give  me 
leave  to  remind  you,   that  the  Land-Bank,  which 
was  apparently  the  Origin  of  it,  was  notorioufly 
the  Projeft  of  the  Tories^  fet  on  foot  in  oppolltioa 
to  the  Bank  oi  England^  and  long  and  vehemently 
urgM  before  the  Parliament  would  accept  it. 

But  attho'  this  Misfortune  was  brought  upon  the 
Nation  by  fuch  as  wifli'd  theMiniftry  no  Good,  the 
Minillers  however  were  not  fo  ill-natur'd  as  to  ex- 
pofe  them  to  the  People,  or  fo  fullen  as  to  fit  jftill 
and  leave  "'em  to  work  it  out  as  well  as  they  could  ; 
but  with  true  Tendernefs  and  Compaffion  to  the 
Publick,  i^(ct  themfelves  at  work  to  contrive  Me- 
thods of  finking  the  Tallies,  which  they  very  hap- 
pily foon  brought  about,   by  contrading  with  the 
Bank  to  take  'em  in.     Accordingly  we  faw  in  the 
next  SefTion  a  Bill  brought  in,  and  pafs'd  into  an  Adi 
whereby  the  Bank  was  oblig'd  to  open  their  Books, 
and  double  their  Stock  by  an  Engrafcment  of  Tallied 
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and  their  cwn  Notes^  wherein  three  Fourths  in  Tal- 
lies, and  one  Fourth  only  in  Bank-Bills,  which  was 
done  accordingly  between  the22d.  of  Jpril  and  the 
i^th.of  jH?2e^  1691.  which  foon  cur'd  this  Evil,  for 
Tallies  in  a  little  time  after  recovered  their  Price. 
And  thofe  People,  upon  whom  the  Tallies  were 
forc'd  in  Payment  for  Cloathing,  Stores,  V^iclnal- 
ling,  &c\  that  were  able  to  keep  them  one  Year, 
not  only  received  Intereft  for  their  Money,  but  by 
the  Engraftment  made  every  Hundred  Pound  worth 
iioL  for  fomuch  their  Bank  Stock  rofe  to  withia 
that  Term.  When  this  is  confider'd,  I  hope  you 
will  no  longer  charge  the  Difcount  of  Tallies  as  a 
Crime^  on  the  Miniftry. 

4.  You  urge  it  as  a  Fault  of  the  Miniftry,  that 
the  Nation  was  in  Debt,  and  that  the  Charge  of 
the  Year  was  not  raisM  within  the  Year. 

As  to  the  Debt,  which  grew  upon  the  Nation  du- 
ring King  William's  Time,  the  Growth'  is  plainly 
Ihewn  in  the  Book  publilhM  by  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
in  1702.  Being  a  Report  to  the  Queen  of  their 
^  Proceeding  on  the  Examination  of  the  Publick  Ac- 
counts, occafion'dby  the  Obfervations  of  the  Coni- 
miffioaers  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  It  is  there 
/hewn.  That  the  necellary  Expence  cJf  the  War,  in 
the  firft  two  Years,  exceeded  what  was  given  by  the 
Parliament  and  the  King  towards  it,  2170940/. 
^  iSs.  I  d.  It  may  poflibly  be  cali'd  Simple  (but  per- 
haps with  more  Truth  it  ought  to  be  calFd  but  Ci- 
vil) to  allow,  That  the  Expence  of  two  fuch  Wars, 
1  mean  in  Ireland  dnd  Flanders^  which  then  lay  up- 
on us,  was  what  our  Parliaments  were  wholly  Stran- 
gers to;,  and  altho'  they  fliould  have  been  fen- 
iible  of  it,  the  Sum  was  too  great  to  be  piib- 
lickly  declared  at  that  time  of  Day  ^  and  therefore, 
without  giving  hard  Names,  we  may  excufe  the 
Fault  of  not  providing,  during  thofe  two  Years,  tl>e 
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Charge  of  the  War  withiil  the  Year.  The  following 
Years  they  did  vote  aad  grant  pretty  near  the  Sums 
that  were  necellary-     1  call  pretty  near,  when  but 
3  or  4000Q0/.  was  fliort,  as  in  fome  Years  happenM. 
Thus  therefore  we  fet  out,   in  a  manner,  with  a 
great  Debt  upon  us,  which  inflead  of  being  dimi- 
nith'd,  was  almoft  yearly    increased,    and  thereby 
the  Payments  for  Goods  bought,   being  neceflarily 
Remote,  Tradefmen  would  not  fnrnifli  but  at  high 
Prices,  which  wasanother  Encreafe  of  our  Expcnce. 
This  great  Debt  was  augmented  by  Lodes,  upon 
the  money  given  by   Parliament,    in  the  four  lalt 
Years  of  the  War,  that  is  to  fay,  upon  Guineas, 
Clipt-Money  ,    Recoinage,    Difcount  on  Tallies, 
which  the  King  was  fain  to  allow  when  he  paid 'em 
away.     I  liiy  the  Lois  by  thefe,    and  fuch  Particu- 
lars, was^  y?;-;.  1694.  i7753''^/»  -^^^*  i<?95«  4005i4^» 
yl'/.  1696'  2078975/.  J^nia  1697.  742-769/.  which 
ill  the  whole  is  1  lu  cc  Millions,  and  very  near  Four 
hundred  thoufmd  Pounds.     By  thefe  Means  the  Na- 
tion was  brought  into  Debt  almoll  Six  Millions. 
And  judge  now,  if  the  Mmiltry  occafion'd  it  ?  Was 
it  poHible  for  all  the  V;/ifdom  of  Man  to  bring  a- 
bouithe  Recoinage  of  the  whole  Caih  of  the  Nati- 
on in  a  better  manner  than  it  was  done  ?  Was  it  not 
caird  an  impolTiblc  thing,  and  was  it  not  faid,  that 
Men  muft  be  flarvM  for  want  of  Money  to  buy  Ne- 
celtaries,  while  the  Change  was  making*,   and  yet 
we  faw  the  Parliament  and  Miniftry  efFeft  it  with 
little  or  wo  Inconvenience  to  the  Common  People  ? 
And  very  few  fulfej'M,  befides  thofe  who  not  belie- 
ving theMiniltry  capable  of  performing  what  they 
did;    foolifhly  hoarded    up  their  Thirty  Shillings 
Guineas  ',   and  thought  the  Diftrefs  would  be  fuch, 
tliat  they  fhould  be  able  to  make  Profit  of  them. 

<^.  Rut  among  your  Complaints,  one  is,  That  the 
nViailhy  caus'd  that  Corrupiionin  our  Coin.  Alas! 
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how  iinjiiftyon  are;  the  Miniftry  it  fcems  miifl  bear 
all  the  Blame,  be  it  ne\rer  f^  remote  from  their. 
Why  did  you  not  blame  them  for  the  DearneH^  of 
Corn,  in  ^694.  or  for  theSickuefs  in  1693?  1  think 
you  might  have  done  either  with  as  much  Juftice, 
Did  the  Clipping  and  Counterfeiting  our  Coin  be^ 
gin  durii]g  King  William  s>  Reign?  Was  not  one 
half  of  it  much  Clipt  before  he  came  here?  And 
could  therefore  the  Miniftry  in  his  Reign,  without 
unreafonable  Severity,  forbid  the  Tax-Gat!iercrs  to 
take  Clipt  Money?  It  is  notorious  that  tiie  Evil 
grcvy  by  degrees,  and  at  the  Time  it  became  more 
obnoxious^  the  Exchequer  muft  have  reniaiji'd  en;)p- 
ty  if  they  had  refused  it.  But  the  Truth  fcems  to 
be,  That  the  Miniftry  were  all  along  tender  of 
making  the  Government  grievogs  to  the  People^ 
wherein,  if  they  exceeded,  'tis  a  Fault  that  I  hope 
all  future  Miniftrys^wiH  imitate  them  in. 

6".  'Twas  to  this  Principle  of  Tendernefs  to  tjie 
People,  that  the  Remote  Funds  are  owiug.  The  Ex- 
pence  ot  the  War  was  fo  great,  that  to  have  rais\l 
it  all  within  the  Year  by  T^^xf  j-,  would  have  been 
very  burdenfome  upon  the  People,  and  therefore 
ContrihHtions  were  thought  of,  and  a  happy  Thought 
it  was,  as  our  Experience  in  thereby  providing  for 
the  Charge  of  the  prefent  War  with  great  Eafe  to 
the  Subject,  has  plainly  demo/iftratcd.  You  blame 
the  Miniftry  for  Loading  P^fterity^  as  you  call  it^ 
vvith  the  Charges  of  this  War  :  But,  pray  Sir,  tell 
me,  Why  fnoiild  not  Pofteritv  coatrilnitc  towards 
it?  Since  we  propofe  by  this  War  to  eftabliLh  Peace 
fo  firmly,  that  Pofterity  fhall  reap  a  great  and  la- 
ftfng  Benefit  by  it  ?  Befides,  Can  you  tell  mc  vvhsM  e, 
^nd  at  what  time,  a  War  like  this,  hath  not  ea- 
tail'd  a  great  Debt  upon  Pofterity  ?  It  would  have 
beggar'd  the  prefent  Generation,  to  have  piicl  it  all 
\\\  their  Time  j    and  the  Load,  as  'tis  calTdj  laid 
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upon  Poflerity,  is  fo  cafy  a  Burden,  that  no  Nation 
in  the  Univerfe  bears  fo  Light.  Nor  have  our  An- 
cedors  (the  Reign  of  King  Charles  II.  excepted  j  e- 
vcr  been  i^o  free  in  their  Publick  Payments  and 
Taxations,  Prerogatives  of  our  former  Kings  being 
remembered,  as  Pofterity  will  be. 

7.  Deficient  Funds  is  another  of  your  Heads  of 
Complaint  againft  the  Miniftry.  Wherein  I  acqui- 
c^ct  with  you,  but  attribute  the  Fault  more  ro  Fol- 
ly than  Vice.  They  were  all  invented  by  one  Man, 
who  is  flill  employed  by  all  Miniftry s^  and  there- 
fore I  fuppofe  not  thought  Blameable.  The  Par- 
liament and  the  Minifteis  of  State  might  without 

ill  Deiign  believe,  that  Mr.  L had  made  right 

Computations  in  his  Projefts  upon  Glafs  and  Ear- 
then Ware,  Tobacco-pipes,  Paper  and  Parchment, 
Leather,  &c.  And  in  chufing  rather  to  lay  Duties 
upon  fuch  things  of  lefs  neceffary  ufe,  than  upon 
Cloaths  and  Eatables,  which  would  have  affected 
the  Poor,  they  were,  I  think,  far  from  Criminal 

8.  Premio^s  given  for  the  Advance  of  Money ^  is 
another  of  your  Complaints  againft  that  Miniftry. 
If  the  People  will  not  lend  their  Money  without 
extraordinary  Advantages,  i  humbly  conceive  it 
cannot  be  eiteemM  a  Fault  in  a  Miuifter  of  State  to 
give  it,  rather  than  the  Publick  Service  fhould  be 
wanting.  1  hofe  Minifters  never  gave  it  but  where 
the  Money  was  not  to  be  had  without  \  and  in  fuch 
CafQ,  the  prefent  and  all  Honeft  Minifi'ers  mult  and 
will' do  it.  Not  that  any  illegal  or  exorbitant  Pre-'

9.  Private  Adi'antage  made  of  Publick  Money: 
This  is  another  Daih  of  your  Pen,  but  without  the 
leall  colour  of  Truth:  Pray  when,  and  by  whom 
Was  this  ever  done?  The  Commillioners  for  Exa- 
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mining  the  Publick  Acconnts,  [Mr.  IhojiJey^  Mr. 
St.  Johns^  &c.]  made  it  indeed  one  Article  of  their 
Obfervations,  That  the  Receivers  of  the  Taxes 
were  behind  in  their  Payments-,  but  the  Ae;ents  ia 
their  Anfwer  iriade  it  appear,  that  of  24  Millions 
that  came  under  their  Care^but  64000/.  was  unpaid 
in,  and  of  that  the  Securities  flood  good  for  all  but 
15000/.  The  Agents  of  the  Taxes  at  the  fame 
time  declaring,  that  the  only  Rcafon  why  fo  much 
was  at  any  time  ftanding  out  was,  that  the  Commif- 
fioners  in  the  Country  were  very  backward  ia  fend- 
ing up  their  Duplicates,  whereby  the  Agents  could 
not  in  due  time  be  apprized  what  each  Receiver 
ought  to  pay.  It  was  not  the  Miniftry  therefore 
that  indulged  the  Receivers  in  keeping  in  their 
^ands  the  Publick-money. 

10.  Ml/ application  of  Taxes.  This  is  another 
handful  of  Dirt  which  you  are  pleas'd  to  throw. 
But  to  give  fome  colour  of  Juftice  for  doing  it,  you 
ought  to  have  produced  fome  Inftances  of  it.  Therq 
was  a  ftrift  Scrutiny  made  in  thefirft  Year  of  Her 
prefent  Majefty,  by  the  Commiffioners  for  ftating 
the  Publick  Accounts,  who  were  generally, believed 
to  be  Perfons  that  were  fully  difpos'd  to  have  made 
as  many  Objections  to  the  Conduft  of  K.  WUliam\ 
Miniftry  as  with  Juftice  they  could  :,  and  to  be  fure 
fo  confiderable  an  one  as  this  could  not  have  been 
pmitted,  if  there  had  been  any  room  for  it.  The 
Inftances  of  mifapplication  produced  by  thefe  Gen- 
tlemen, were  only  thefe  three,  namely, 

1.  That  the  Money  produced  by  the  Duty  of  25 
-fer  Cent,  on  French    Goods,  which    was    35739/.

To  this  it  was  anfwer'd  by  the  Miniflry,  and  the 
Houfe  of  Lords  i  as  is  feen  in  their  Addrels  of  Feb, 
25.  1702. 

1.  That  the  Duty  of  25  /.  per  Cent,  on  French 
Goods,  was  intended  as  a  Prohibition,  and  not  ap- 
propriated to  the  War  by  Pariiament,  and  confe- 
queotly  belonged  to  the  Crown. 

2.  Neither  was  theMoney  arifing  by  Seizures  ever 
appropriated,  and  therefore  was  the  King's. 

3.  The  Duty  on  Wrought  India  Silk,  was  alfo 
not  appropriated, and  impofed  chiefly  to  difcourage 
the  Importation. 

Now,  this  Money  being  not  by  Parliament  ap- 
plied to  any  particular  Qfe,  it  cannot  be  call'd  Mif- 
application,  toufeit  in,  the  Civil  Lift,  efpecially  at 
th.u  time  when  fo  very  large  a  Part  of  the  Civil-Lift 
Money,  was  by  the  King  given  in  to  the  Service  of 
the  War  ;  chat  great  Debts  were  incurred  in  it. 

For  whereasbythefe  three  Articles.  124222/.  8/. 
of  Money  not  appropriated  by  Parliament,  was  ap- 
ply'd to  the  Civil-Lift,  that  is,  the  Charges  ofGor 
vernment  -,  On  the  other  Hand,  there  had  been  ap- 
ply'd CO  the  Service  of  the  War  out  of  the  Revenues 
of  the  Crown,  ufually  now  call'd  the  Civil-Lift-Mo- 
ney,  during  the  f^me  Ten  Years,  Tvv^o  millions, 
eight  hundred  forty  fix'  Thoufiud^^three  hundred  and 
eighry  Pounds,  14/.  6d,  Which  being  confider'd, 
the  i24thourand  Pounds,  cannot,  with  any  Juftice, 
be  faid  lb  be  Mifapply'd,  But  if  yon  will  be  difpos'd 
to  think  of  King  William  with  any  Kindnefs,  yon 
may  very  juftly  make  this  Remark,  namely,  That 
the  Crown  Revenues  given  to  King  James  and  King 
Chmlcs^  was  fuppos'd  but  enough  to  anGver  the 
Charges  of  the  Government:  And  when  the  fame 
Revenue  was  fettled  upon  King  WUiUm^  he  gave 
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one  branch  of  it,  the  Hearth-money,  to  the  People^ 
and  fo  undertook  the  Government  at  a  lefs  Expence 
to  the  Publick  than  his  PredecefTors.  But  even  that 
too  he  was  not  able  to  maJce  ufe  of  to  the  purpofe 
k  was  given,  becaufe  in  thefiift  two  Years  of  the 
War,  the  Charge  whereof  amounted  to  7467049/, 
19  J.  10  d.  no  more  was  given  by  Parliament  to- 
wards it  than  2791392/.  3  i.  id.  So  there  would 
have  been  a  Debt  upon  the  Nation,  even  fo  early 
as  then,  of  near  Five  Millions,  if  the  King  had  not 
given  of  the  Crown  Revenues  2504716  /.  18  j.  8^. 
to  the  Service  of  the  War,  and  in  future  Years, 
300000  /.  more.     Now  this  Money  being  never  by 
the  Nation  refunded  to  the  Civil  Lift,  but  on  the 
contrary  the  King  was  reproached  for  dying  ia 
Debt  to  it  600000  /.  and   no  provifion  made  for 
paying  it.     His  Majefty  mufl  to  be  fiire  have  beea 
very  thrifty  in  managing  the  Civil-Lift-money,  to 
leave  no  greater  a  Debt  upon  it.     It  may  poffibly 
be  urgM,  ihat  the  Crown  Revenue  granted  to  King 
William  without  the  Heatth-money,  yielded  not 
lefs  than  1200000  /.  per  A>mam  ^  the  Deficiency  ia 
the  Cuftoms  occalion'd  by  the  War,  being  confi- 
derd  :  Whereas  700000  /.  only  is  now  the  Sum  gi- 
ven to  the  Crown  for  the  Civil  Lilt.  And  therefore 
500000  /.  fer  At7?iiint^  mull:  be  allow'd.    But  to  that 
1  anf%ver.  That  the  700000  /.  pr/*  Arramn  granted 
to  Her  Majefty  is  for  the  Civil  Lift  only,  exclufive 
of  Guards  and  Garrifons,andtlie  Ordinary  of  the 
Navy  5  both  which  lay  upon   King  IVliliam^  and 
niuft  neceflarily  coft  him  at  leajt  500000  /.  ver  An. 
Ncte^  300000/.  is  Annually  allowed  at  this  time 
for  Guards  and  Garrifons  only,  exciuilve  of  the  Or- 
dinary of  the  Navy. 

Thefc  are  the  principal  Heads  I  have  obferv'd 
you  to  touch  upon,  which  are  alfo  the  common 
fopicks  th  \t  a!l  rhofe  who  are  difposM  to  bring 
Oblqqiiy  upon  V^xngiViiUani^  Miaiftry  are  free  in 
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advancing.  But  with  how  much  Rearon'all  this 
Clanloiir  is  made,  \  appeal  to  aay  Impartial  Rea- 
der of  what  I  have  fiid,  efpecially  if  fuch  Reader 
will  take  the  pains  to  look  into  the  Book  I  have 
mentioiiM  above,  namely,  yl^  Acconm  of  the  Pro- 
ceedinfj  of  the  Honfc  of  Peers  itfon  the  Obfervations 
of  tht  Commiffioners  jor  Takings  Examining^  and  Sta-- 
tirto'  the  PMkk  Accon?ns  of  the  Kingdom,  Wherein 
alf  the  Papers  containing  the  Charge,  and  Anfvvers 
of  the  proper  Officers,  are  Printed  at  large. 

To  have  argu'd  inDefence  of  Kil^/7//^;;;'jMinifl;ry 
atthis  time  of  Day,  from  lefs  Authority  than  the 
whole  Honfe  of  Peers,  would  to  be  fnre  have  had 
little  Effecl: ;  but  with  that,  I  may  fafely  demand 
either  a  plain  Confutation  of  that  Book,  or  a  per- 
petual Silence  on  this  Subje6V. 

It  w'ould  too  much  have  fvvelPd  this  Paper  to 
have  produced  theVouchers  for  all  I  have  faid^thofe 
that  doubt,  may  fee  them  at  large  in  the  Book  I 
have  Quoted.

I,  By  the  Adb  pafs'd  in  the  Seflion  of  1^95  6.  which  In 
the  Statutc-Book  makes.  Chap.  31.  of  the  7  GJ  8  PVillteL  3. 
It  is  Enacfled,  That  2564000/,  be  rais'd  by  Voluntary 
Subfcriptions  for  Ereding  a  National  Land- Bank,  with 
Provifo,  ihac  if  one  Moiety  of  the  Money  were  not  fo 
rais'd,  the  Corporation  fhould  not  be  Ereded.  And  to 
provide,  in  cafe  of  Failure,  the  Treafury  was  empower'd 
to  raife  the  Money  by  other  Ways,  that  is  to  fay,  by  An- 
nuities at  "J  fer  Cent,  per  Ar^num^  by  Bills  of  Credit,  bear- 
ing Intereft  3  d.  per  Cent,  per  Dier^,  or  by  Orders  of 
Loan,  Now  the  Land-Bank  prov'd  fo  defed:ive,  that 
but  1 0000/.  was  fubfcrib*d  upon  it.  And  Bills  of  Credit 
were  not  iffued,  becaufe,  I  fuppofe,  they  would  not  be 
taken  ;  fo  Annuities,  and  Orders  of  Loan,  that  is.  Tallies, 
were  the  only  Ways  the  Treafury  could  make  ufe  of. 
This  Account  therefore  that  was  laid  before  the  Parliament 
a  Twelve  month  after  all  the  World  kn>ew  there  was  no 
Land- Bank,  could  not,  withoui:  great  Im pertinency,  talk 
of  a  Land-Bank. 

2.  That  not  fo  much  as  two  Millions  and  an  half, 
as  is  alledg'd  in  p.  7.  was  levy'd  in  Tallies  upon  this 
Ad.  True,  for  it  feeras  they  could  not  make  any 
Body  take  them  all,  and  thereby  a  Deficiency  in 
the  Viftualling  for  the  Year  enfifcl,  as  in  the  laft 
Paragraph  of  this  Account.  Thofe  that  werp 
forc'd  upon  People  were  more  than  enough  to  fpoil 
the  Market  for  ail  Tallies,  efpecially  fince  at  the 
fame  time  as  much  more  were  levyM  upon  thp  An- 
nuities and  the  Impofitions.  But  had  the  Landed 
Men  (as  they  bragg'd  they  would j'  compleated 
their  Bank,  not  only  the  Salt-Tallies  had  not  been 
given  out,  but  alfo  their  notes  of  Credit  would 
have  purchased  the  other  Tallies  alfo  ^  and  fo  the 
whole  Difcount  would  have  been  fav'd. 

I  hope 
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I  hope  1  may  venture  to  fay,  that  I  have  provM 
this  Author  to  be  in  the  wrong  in  thofe  Accufati- 
onsof  the  Miniftry,  where  the  Faults  would  have 
molt  afFeded  the  Puhlick,  fuch  I  mean  as  relate  to 
the  Management  of  the  Money  given  by  the  Sub- 
jcd,  for  carrying  on  the  War  :  Namely,  That  the 
great  Debf  lying  upon  the  Nation  at  the  End  of 
the  War,  was  not  incurred  by  any  Protufenefs  or 
Ncgleft  in  the  Management.  That  the  great  Dif- 
count  which  happened  upon  Tallies  in  the  Years 
1695.  and  i6'97.  ^vas  not  occafionM  by  any  Fault 
in  the  Miniftry.  That  the  Taxes  were  not  mifap- 
ply'd.  And  that  the  Money  collefted  upon  Taxes 
was  calFd  in  and  duly  iflird,  as  foon  as  wasipoflible. 

And  on  the  other  hand,  I  muft  take  the  Liber- 
ty to  remark  in  favour  of  the  Miniftry,  that  they 
feem  to  have  been  very  diligent  in  faving  Expence 
to  the  Publick  i  which  appears  by  one  Paper  in  the 
fame  Book,  p.  44.  being  an  Account  of  what  part 
of  the  Army  were  already  Disbanded  before  the 
End  of  December  1697.  altho'  the  Peace  wasf 
rnade  but  in  September  preceding,  and  the  Supplies 
for  that  purpofe  wqre  not  yet  granted  by  Parlia- 
ment. The  King  and  his  Miniftry,  on  the  Credit 
of  the  Exchequer  in  general,  had  by  that  time  ta- 
ken up  Money,  and  Disbanded  5i5<^5  Men,  whofe 
Annual  Pay  amounted  to  1070102 /.  13  s.  lod. 
Whereby,  as  the  Lords  in  their  Addrefs  to  the 
Qiieen  obferve,  the  Charge  of  maintaining  thole 
Forces  that  Winter  was  fav'd.  The  fame  Method 
was  usM  in  refpeft  to  Seamen,  w hereof  many  alfo 
had  been  Paid  off,  and  Difcharg'd  before  the  Par- 
liam.ent  gave  Supplies  for  it. 

This  Author  purfues  what  he  calls  Whi^g-Mxm- 
ftry  thro'  this  Reign  alfo,  and  treats  Her  Majefty's 
Adminiftration  with  as  little  Favour  as  poflible. 
The  Examination  of  what  he  charges  upon  that,  I 

'     '  '  leave 
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leave  to  thePerfcns  it  properly  concerns,  the  next 
Parliament,  who,  to  be  fure,  will  enquire  into  it  i 
and  if  there  be   real  Faults,  will,    1  doubt  not. 
Correct  them.     But  whatever  Errors   may  have 
happen'd  in  the  lower  Parts  of  Adminiftration,  it 
is  very  apparent,  the     main   Work    was  admi- 
rably well  performed.    The  War,    which  on  all 
hands  is  agreed  to  be  jufl:  and  neceflary,    has  been 
carry'd  on  with  furprizing  Vigour  and  Succefs  i 
and  at  the  fame  time  the  Expences  of  it,  altho'  the 
iargeft  the  Nation  ever  bore,  have  been  fo  eafily 
provided,  that  no  Man  has  occafion  to  grumble  at 
hard  Taxes.    It  is  a  furprizing  Mafter-piece  of 
good  Management  in  the  Miniftry,  that  the  Land- 
Tax  and  the  Malt-Tax  are  the  only  extraordina- 
ry Payments  the  Common  People  have  been  fubjeft 
to-,  by  reafon  of  the  War,  altho'  thofe  two  Taxes 
do  not  provide  above  a  fourth  part  of  the  neceffa- 
ry  Expence  of  it. 

How  Skillful  and  how  Juft  muft  that  Miniftty 
be,  that  Ihall  be  able  to  draw  above  two  Millions 
fer  annum  in  voluntary  Contributions  out  of  the 
Pockets  of  the  Wealthy,  for  fuch  is  our  Cafe  ? 

There  has  been  raisM  this  way  for  the  Service 
of  the  War, 

By  Annuites,  Eight  Millions,  four  hundred  fifty 
fix  Thoufand,  three  hundred  and  twelve  Pounds. 

By  Exchequer  Bills,  Ifliied  and  Circulated  by  the 
Bank,  Four  Millions,  fix  hundred  and  twelve  Thou- 
fand, feven  hundred  thirty  nine  Pounds. 

By  a  new  Term  granted  to  ihtEaft-India-Comfmy 
(without  encreafing  the  Intereft  paid  to  them  by 
the  Nation^^  One  Million,  two  hundred  thoufand 
Pounds. 

By  a  Term  granted  to  the  Bank,  nhra  the  Money 
they     rais'd    among    themfelvcs   for  Circulating 
Exchequer-Bills,  Four  hundred  thoufand  Pounds. 
By  the  Lottery,  One  Million  and  an  half. 

In 
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In  all,  Sixteen  Millions,  one  hundred  and  fixty 
Thoiifand,  and  fifty  Pounds. 

Now  as  this  Money  was  abfolntely  necefTary  for 
carrying  on  the  War,  if  it  had  not  been  rais'd 
this  way,  it  muft  have  been  raisM  by  Taxes  upon 
the  People.  But  I  ask  the  People  of  England^ 
Whether  they  had  rather  have  paid  in  thefe  eight 
Years  paft  thcfc  Sixteen  Millions,  than  pay  the  Inte- 
reft  of  'em  only  all  their  own  and  their  Son's 
Lives  ? 

It  inull:  be  further  noted  too,  That  thefe  Sums 
have  not  been  taken  up  at  extravagant  liitereft  and 
exorbitant  Pr^mio's.  On  the  contrary,  no  Prasmi- 
iim,  and  but  Legal  Intereft,  has  been  hitherto  al- 
lowed for  the  Funds  redeemable  ;  and  in  the  An- 
nuities, where  the  Fund  finks,  but  fix  and  three 
quarters  fer  Cent,  and  even  in  the  Lottery,  where 
the  Fund  expires  in  fo  fhort  a  time  as  52  Years,  but 
9  fer  Cent,  fer  Annum  is  given  \  and  all  this  without* 
any  Expence  in  Collccltirig,  or  one  new  Officer  ad- 
ded. Now  I  appeal  to  any  thinking  Man,  if  this 
hath  not  been  good  Husbandry,  and  if  it  had  been 
poffible  for  the  Qiieen  to  have  done  all  this,  if  Ker 
Minifters  had  not,  by  the  exadeft  Management, 
acquired  an  incomparable  Reputation  with  the 
People. 

As  thus  the  late  Miniftry  have  acquitted  them- 
felves  to  the  Publick,  for  fha me  don't  abufe  them. 
Propofe  if  you  pleafe  their  Conducl  for  an  Example  - 
to  future  Miniftrys",  but  condemn  it  not,  left  yoa 
thereby  be  thought  to  declare  you  Defire  the  con- 
trary Praaioei  and  wifli  for  a  GENERAL  EXCISE 
with  a  Train  of  Officers  at  its  Heels,  to  whom  yon 
mult  pay  an  Hundred  Thoufand  Pounds /?^r  Annum 
in  Sallaries^befides  the  Fees  to  avoid  their  vexatious 
Accufiitions,  which  may  perhaps  amount  to  tea 
times  as  much. 
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
